Better ,Ba»U," a recent issue of The 
Editor and Publisher, prmtg the fol- 
lowing revl«w ot advertising customs 
that applies with great force to con- 
ditions in Kingston: 


In the days when advertising was 


not generally recognized as the vital 
factor In business building some un- 
sound policie* and practices were de- 
veloped which, tjt some degree, still 
survive as traditions1 


Among these was the habit of con- 


centrating on a certain day ot the 
week the greatest part ot the adver- 
tising appropriation —for that week. 
Tils policy had its inception in part 
in the fact that not many advertisers 
sought enough spare to enable them 
,o make a good showing every day of 
the week, 01 even for two or three 
dajs. They solved this problem, not 
:hrough making adequate appropria- 
.ions for advertising, but through us- 
ing ample and impressive copy on 
one day and little it any copy on oth- 
er days. 


Having found this illogical expedi- 


ent they tried to analyze the buying 
habits of the people and to select as 
their day for real advertising the one 
preceding (in the case of evening pa- 
pers) or (in the case of morning pa- 
pers) the very day on which there 
seemed to be the greatest "natural" 
volume 'of business 


At first Friday held fav or, and Fri- 


day's papers uere top-heavy vuth ad- 
vertising. . Then some of this volume 
shifted back to Thursday's papers— 
eventually to Wednesday s 
The the- 


ory seemed to be that ad\ertismg 
could not create demand for goods— 
but only serve as an accelleratmg 
force, a stimulant, for an existing de- 
mand.

so far as advertising was concerned i

call the 
attention 
of the common 


council to it, and that body shall ar- 
range to hold a public hearing on the 
application. 


If the common council approves It 


after holding such a hearing, it is 
then sent to the mayor'for his ap- 
proval.

It also provides that a motor bus 


owner shall furnish a bond of |5 000 
for the first car, and J3.000 for each 
additional car placed in -operation 
- The furnishing of the bond 19 to 
protect the traveling public in case 
the motor bus meets with an acci- 
dent, such as have already occurred 
within the city limits. 


The ordinance also provides that
